are losing many more sex hormones 
than their nounal 
sisters 
might 
seem to show that they retain few­ 
er of these hormones and that the 
malignancies develop in a .scarcity 
of the hormone0. 
B u t the Clark university experi­ 
ment* suggest a different answer. 
T ills is that the women with malig­ 
nancies 
metabolize 
sex 
hormones 
in a manner different frrm the e 
I rec from cancer. 
The experimen­ 
ters have injected large amounts of 
sex hormones in women with can­ 
cer. and found that this fails to in­ 
crease appreciably the excretion of 
the hormone.
